Becau se of track conditions, mu ch of the 
money spent on Amtrak is actu ally wasted, 
Haswell asserted If rail passenger serv ice is 
to attract patronage in competition with other 
modes of transportation, he added with 
u nassailable logic, well-maintained track and 
roadbed is absolu tely essential. 
NARP has annou nced a campaign to seek 
“ v ast improv ements” in railroad track and 
roadbed and calls on the gov ernment to 
requ ire all railroads to maintain their main 
lines to standards su fficient for smooth, 
dependable operation. 
If tracks were in good enou gh shape that 
freight trains cou ld mov e at 6 0 m.p.h., the 
association notes, then passenger trains cou ld 
be operated at 80. This cou ld be increased to 
9 0 or 100 with improv ed locomotiv es with a 
“ feather tou ch” on the track. 
It is interesting that at a time when tracks 
and roadbeds are in a sad and worsening state 
there is growing talk of hav ing the gov ern­ 
ment take ov er the railroads’ rights-of-way 
(and the responsibility for maintaining them) 
as a solu tion to the railroads’ trou bles that 
does not go as far as ou tright nationalization. 
Shou ld this happen, both railroads and 
erstwhile railroad passengers wou ld be on the 
same side for a change:. They cou ld both 
blame Uncle Sam for the bu mps.

T oday ’s 
rhetoric 
is 
tomorrow’s realism. It isn’t 
ex actly Mr. Brezhnev ’s kind 
of rev olu tion.

Weiskopf when told Barber 
led the second round of the 
$150,000 Philadelphia Golf 
Classic with a 36-hole total of 
132, 12 under par and the 
lowest two-round score in the 
history 
of 
the 
10-year-old 
tournament. 
“ Never heard of him,” said 
Weiskopf, who shot a one-un­ 
der-par 71 for a total of 138, 
six strokes off the 
pace. 
Veterans 
Trevino 
and 
Nicklaus were even further 
back. Trevino at 141 after a 
four-under-par 
68 
and 
Nicklaus grouped at 
143 
following his two-under-par 
70. 
The 24-year-old Barber 
blazed over the 6,708-yard 
Whitmarsh Valley Country 
Club course Friday in five- 
under-par 67. carding five 
birdies and not once losing a 
stroke to par. despite op­ 
pressive 90 degree heat. He 
went home to sleep on a 
threestroke lead 
ove» 
a 
couple of other newcomers, 
Tom Jenkins and 
Forrest 
Fezler. 
The 25-year-old Jenkins of 
Houston, whose previous best 
in his rookie season on the pro 
golf circuit was a tie for 16th, 
shot a 67 to go with his first- 
round 68 for a two-round total 
of 135. Fezler also fired a 67 
Friday for a 36-hole score of 
135. Grouped at 
136 were 
Dave Barber (no relations to 
Jim ), Larry Ziegler. Hale 
Irwin and John Schlee. 
It wasn’t a surprise that 
Weiskopf hadn't 
heard 
of 
Barber. The six-foot native of 
Clearwater, Fla., has been in 
the money only eight times 
since joining the tour last 
year.
